In 1977 more than 300 fragments of sculpture were discovered buried 
beneath a Paris courtyard owned by the Banque Fran<jaise du Commerce 
Extfirieur. The statuary was identified as sculptures which had once adorned 
the main facade of Notre-Dame Cathedral in Paris, but were tom from the 
building as s 3 n[nbols of superstition and feudalism by revolutionaries in 1793. 

The Banque has generously allowed some of the pieces to be exhibited 
in this country (New York and Cleveland only), and they are on view now at 
The Cleveland Museum of Art. Though mutilated, the pieces in the exhibition 
are a haunting reminder of a nobility that once graced one of the most 
magnificient buildings of medieval Europe.
